In the meantime Deaton raised up- 
on his elbow and fired, his shot tak- 
ing effect in White's thigh. White then 
turned his revolver upon the fallen 
man again with two more shots 
throug.) the head, finishing him. 

Tonight reports from Jackson say 
that friends and relatives of the two 
factions are on their way to the scene 
of the battle, all armed to the teeth. 
No arrests have been made, as no one 
will dare interfere. 

Deaton was one of the men accused 
of aiding in the killing of John Ab- 
ner in Jackson last summer. Abner 
was a brother-in-law of White and 
it is believed this killing was a result 
of the bitter feeling over that assas- 
sination. 

Anson White is a brother of Tom 
White, who is now serymeg a life sen- 
tence for the murder of James 8B. 
Marcum and admitted on the witness 
stand that Judge James Hargis him- 
self employed him to kill Marcum 
at one time, but he could never get an 
opportunity. 

Excitement is running high 
Breathitt county now and 
trouble is expected hourly.

BOULDER IN SNOWSHED.

The boulder which caused the trouble 
had tumbled from the mountain side 
after a track walker had passed and 
just before No. 4 arrived. It took out 
several uprights supporting the snow- 
sheds.

TOM JOHNSON DBAD. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


son sprang is as old as the nation K- 
self. His ancestors were pioneers of 
Virginia, when Virginia. was a loyal 
British colony. Later on the family 
geneclogy shows these *progenitors 
fighting to throw off the British yoke 
in the wars of the rebellion and of 
i812. Still later they are found fight- 
ing valiantly for the cause of the South 
in the ranks of the Confederacy. — 
His father, Albert W. Johnson, was 
one of these. At the beginning of the 
War he was a cotton planter with more 
than 100 slaves at Beaver Bayou, Ark., 
and a summer house at Georgetown, 
Ky., at which July 18, 1864, Tom I. 
was born. The end of the struggle 
found him stranded at Staunton, Va., 
with scarcely a dollar he could call 
his own. 

BECOMES A MONOPOLIST. 

Tt was there and at that hour that 
Tom Johnson first became a monopolist. 
The family needed money to get back 
to Arkansas. To obtain this money and 
obtain it quickly the boy, then only 11 
years of age, entered into an agree- 
ment with the conductor of the only 
train entering Staunton by which he 
Was to obtain the sole privilege of sell- 
ing all the papers that the train car- 
ried. It was just at the close of the 
war and the news was dig.“ The mo- 
nopoly lasted only five weeks, but) by 
dint of putting up the prices as “far as 
the tariff would dear“ young Johnson 
Managed to clean up a net profit of $88 
in silver money—the first sound money 
of any kind the family had seen in 
many a day. 

With this the family managed to get 
back to Louisville, and there Col. John- 
son, the father, borrowed enough money 
to take him to his cotton plantation. 
Owing to the disturbed business corfit- 
tions of the time the Arkansas venture 
proved a failure, and Col. Johnson 
moved back to Evansville, Ind., where 
he tried farming on his brother's farm. 

FAMILY EXTREMELY POOR. 
The family was extremely poor at 
this time, but it found the means to 
send the children to school at least in- 
termittently. In January, 1869, young 
Johnson was taken out of school and 
put to work In a rolling mill at Lonis- |. 
Ville. Four months later he got a 
place in the accounting department of 
the street car company of the town 
through Biederman Du Pont, a con- 
nection of the Johnsons by marriage, 
and there he laid the foundations of 
the knowledge which subsequently 
made him one of the leading street 
car men of his time. 

While engaged in this work voung 
Johnson invented a fare box and had 
it patented. His sales of this ma- 
chine netted him. a few thousand d- 
lars, and he was able to obtain $20,- 
000 more from wealthy relatives. The 
whole of this he put into a street cur 
system at Indianapolis. 

The line was operated by mules and 
without conductors, but young John- 
son made it a success. Then he pro- 
posed electrifying it. His assoctates 
in the enterprise were old friends and 
they opposed the innovation Rather 
than offend them, Johnson sold out. 

BUYS CLEVELAND LINE. 

In 1880 Johnson bought a small. 
street car line in Cleveland. There 
were six or seven other lines in the 
city, but the newcomer understood 
the advantage of through routes and 
transfers, and he either forced his 
competitors to sell out to him or imi- 
tate him. Johnson's great competi- 
tor at this time was Mark Hanna. He 
formed a union of the electric lines 
calied the “Big Consolidated;” Hanna 
retaliated by building up from the 
cable lines the “Little Consolidated,” 
In the war that followed street car 
fare was steadily reduced and the 
service correspondingly improved. 
Then for a time there was an armed 
peace. Finally Johnson disposed of 
his interests and the Big Consolidated 
was united with Hanna's company. 

Two years before going to Indian- 
apolis Mr. Johnson married his fourth 
cousin, Margaret J. Johnson, by whom 
he had two children, Loftin E. and 
Elizabeth F. Johnson. 

Up to this time Mr. Johnson had 
taken no part in politics. One day he 
bought from a newsboy on a train a 
copy of Henry George's “Social Prob- 
lems.” lle became deeply interested 
in the work and then read “Progress 
and Poverty.” 

BECAME SINGLE-TAXER. 

The last named made him a single- 
taxer and un ardent admirer of Henry 
George. So much was he impressed 
that he sought the author out In New 
York and made his acquaintance. The 
two men formed a warm friendship, 
and when George ran for Mayor of 
New York Johnson took the stump for 
him, although he had never spoken in 
public before in his life. 

After this campaign George 
Johnson to take an active interest in 
politics in his own State. Johnson was 
convinced and fought for and secured 
the Democratic nomination for Con- 
grees in his own district. He was beat- 
en, but ran again at the next election 
and was returned by a majority of 
3000 


In Congress Johnson distinguished 
himself through his advocacy of free 
trade, his fight on the tax-dodgers of 


pronounced single-tax theories. 
Johnson was returned to office in 
1892, but in the landslide of 1894 he was 
beaten. He never went back to Con- 
gress. He had begun at this time to 
hold radical opinions on the subject of 
public service corporations 
In 1899 the situation in Detroit offered 
him an opportunity to attempt to put 
his schemes into operation. Gov. Pin- 
gree of Michigan had long been anxious 
to have Detroit own its own street 
railroad. He solicited and received 
Johnson's co-operation. A bill was put 
through the Legislature authorizing 
the city to operate its own street car 
lines. The Detroit Council took advant. 
age of this authorization over the 
Mayor's veto. Then the Supreme Court 
threw the municipal ownership grant 
out of court as unconstitutional. 
PEOPLE DEFEAT GRANT... 
A holding company was formed 
which was to operate the car lines for 
the city under a thirty years’ fran- 
chise. The people defeated this grant 
on a referendum. vote. Two years 
after this defeat the same kind of an 
Opportunity offered in Cleveland.

John- 
son was in the main successful. 

BEATEN IN LEGISLATURE. 

He ever: carried his fight into the 
State Legislature, and, though 
feated, left an impression that his 
enemies could not ignore. 

In the spring of 1903, although long 
since pronounced politically dead, he 
was re-elected Mayor with a plurality 
of 5985. Immediately the old struggle 
was resumed and Johnson again was 
compelled to carry his battle out into 
the State in the hope of getting @ 
Legislature favorable to his plana. 
Again he was defeated. In order that 
there might be no mistake about 
Johnson being a political corpse this 
time Hanna and John R. McLean, the 
Democratic leader, got the Legislature 
to abolish the spring elections. This 
forced Johnson to run agal in the 
fall of 1905 along with the candidates 
for Governor. The returns in Novem- 
ber brought him back to office with a 
bigger plurality than ever, 12,169. 

GAINS TRACTION POINT. 

During this term Mayor Johnson 
Succeeded finally in establishing the 
municipal street car line and in forc- 
ing those companies whose franchises 
had not expired to grant great con- 
cessions to the public in cost of fares. 
The struggle continued steadily 
throughout the remainder of Johnson's 
tenure of the mayoralty until the pub- 
He became weary of it. Johrxon, 
however, forced the street railway 
companies to grant concessions in the 
way of service and in the price of 
fares to the public. When he was de- 
feated finally in 1908, though he had 
failed of municipal ownership, he had 
given Cleveland one of the finest as

Six 
Americans are said to be in the ranks 
of the insurrectos. 

It is believed that the fighting is pro- 
ceeding in that vicinity, and more mes- 
sengers from the field are awaited 
here. The Federals have over 800 men 
in the Arizpe neighborhood, equipped 
with four machine guns and rapid-fire 
field pieces. The rebels under Cabral 
and the Garcia brothers are reported 
to be equally strong.

GRAIN PROSPECTS ARE BRIGHT. 


In the San Fernando Valley in the 
Vicinity of Calabasas Vegetation Is 
Riotously Luxuriant. 
CALABASAS, April 10.—In this part 
of the San Fernando Valley there 1s 
every promise of a heavy grain crop. 
Old settlers predict that it will be 
the largest raised in past five years. 
A protracted dry spell bro'--- by too 
severe and continur-~~ rains seriously 
delayed the ranchers in their work. 
However, as soon as conditions per- 
mitted, extra for es were put to work, 
and subsequent sunshine drained the 
‘surface of the land, so that the grain 
is now growing rapidly in most of the 
places, where the water stood. The 
result is that at this date these places 
can scarcely be distinguish.d from the 
surrounding fields. Such a sudden and 
unlocked for change has shattered all 
records here. 
In this section the leading grain 
crops are oats, barley and wheat. The 
latter is usually given the preference 
in the bottom lands, while the two 
former are chiefly raised in the hill- 
side country. Each succeeding year in 
the valley more attention is being paid 
to a rotation of crops, barley and oats 
follewing wheat, and vice versa. This 
was done extensively this season, and 
sO encouraging is the outlook that 
many at even this early day are mak, 
ing arrangements to have their barley 
and oats thrashed. A large quantity 
of wheat has been planted. It is es. 
timated that the yield will be from 
sixteen to eighteen sacks of wheat to 
the jacre-— This is considerably above 
the average. 
On many of the ranches among the 
hills the oat and barley crops will be 
cured for hay. The average yield win 
be four tons of hay per acre, from 
the adobe soil.

HE MEXICAN INSURRECTION. 
It may not be expected that “govern- 
ment of the people, by the people and for 
the people” can result from the present in- 


Saxon blood fowing in the veins of the 
Mexicans, They are a race resulting from 
the mixture of Aztecs with Spaniards. The 
Astecs had a civilization of their own be- 
tore the advent of Cortez or Pizarro. Th 
had great temples wherein human beings 
were sacrificed to thelr gods. They were 
weavers of cloth and makers of pottery and 
of weapohs and utensils of metal. They had 
disciplined armies and complete organiza- 
tions of civil government. They had a sys- 
tem of taxation and a currency. They had 
cities and aqueducts and reservoirs, and a 
system of agriculture by irrigation. They 
had a religion, with priests. : 

The soldiers of Cortez were accompanied 
by Catholic priests and followed by Spanish 
adventurers and colonists. The aristocratic 
blood of Castile mingled with that of the 
nobles and chiefs of the reign of the Monte- 
sumas. The bjood of the soldiers and omi- 
grants from Spain mingled with that of the 
peous and common people of Mexico. The 
seal of the Catholic priests and the rigorous 
methods of the conquistadores overthrew 
the ancient idols and substituted the rell 
gion of Jesus. The result is a race which, 
although it has made great advances in every 
other respect, is yet totally unfit for self- 
government according to American stand- 
ards and methods. Feudalism, accompanied 
with peonage, or industrial serfdom, still 
‘exists In Mexico, and no change of rulers, 
whether from Santa Anna to Maximilian, or 
from Maximilian to Juarez, or from Juarez 
to Diaz, has materially altered the political 
status of the masses of the people even to 
this day. 

Diaz has done much to ameliorate the 
condition of the masses of the people and 
to push Mexico forward in every way. If 
he has been a despot, he has been a wise 
and benevolent despot. Railroads and fac- 
tories and foundries have been built, mines 
have been opened, over $1,000,000,000 of 
American capital has been brought in, and 
Mexican bonds are not at a discount in the 
world’s financial centers. Brigandage, which 
was formerly a prevalent, if not a recog- 
nized, industry, has been suppressed. Se- 
curity for property and personal rights has 
taken the place of insecurity, and the ad- 
vance of Mexico under the rule of Diaz has 
been great and continuous. 

Mexico has no middle class such as exists 
in the United States, in England and in 
Saxon, Scandinavian and Teutonic Europe. 
The conditions in Mexico do not vary mate- 
rially from jhose which existed before the 
discovery of America. There is a small up- 
per class consisting of people of wealth, of 
land owners, mine owners, professiona! men 
and those engaged in other than pursuits 
involving physical labor. Any Mexican can 
acquire publie land by settlement, cultiva- 
tion and the payment of a small tax, brt 
only a few have attempted to avall them- 
selves of the right. There are millions 
peons who take no interest in politics, w 
are poorly paid, who get nothing out of life 
but coarse food, humble shelter and scanty . 
raiment, who are without books, newspa- 
pers or education and who may be said to 
be miserable and contented. The present 
fnsurrection is not in any sense an insur- 
rection of the mass of the people. It is an 
insurrection of those who believe that Diaz 
is responsible for the existence of an auto- 
cratic system which he uses to deprive them 
of their rightful privileges. The present in- 
surrection consists of a center of honest 
aposties of democracy and progress, joined 
to ambitious men who have failed in life, 
but who attribute their failure not to their 
own incapacity or misfortune and who hope 
and expect that, under a new regime, they 
will find a field for their activities. Around 
this center of zealots there is a circumfer- 
ence of plunderers, ef bandits, of I-Won't- 
Workers, of hen-roost robbers, of idle, disso- 
lute, conscienceless scoundrels who are 
ready to fight for any cause that may afford 
them an opportunity of plundering.

1S OUR STATE UNIVERSITY 
A CENTER OF RED THINGS? 


BY ALFRED HOLMAN IN THE ARGO... 
NAUT. | 

The result of a municipal primary election 
held at Berkeley last Saturday deserves at- 
tention, first because it illustrates some of 
the tendencies of the democratic as distinct 
from the representative principles in govern- 
ment, second because the Berkeley commu- 
nity is presumed to represent exceptional 
intelligence and morality. Berkeley is es- 
sentially a non-commercial town, populated 
chiefly by professors and students of the 
State University and well-to-do suburbanites 
attracted by the college atmosphere, There 
is a shop-keeping element, limited to small 


of industrialists employed in factories and 
railroad yards near the bay front. Two 
years ago under a reform scheme of govern- 
ment drawn under the inspirations and to a 


Moines and Galveston plan, Berkeley dis- 
missed her old-line politicians and set up 
a local administration devoted to ideals pre- 
sumably higher than those of the old regime. 
The new scheme was broadly democratic, 
not to say socialistic, in character. It pro- 
vided for the initiative, the referendum, the 
recall, public ownership, municipal non-par- 
tisanship, and all the rest of the half-cooked 
political ideas now 80 popular in certain 
sections of California—notably in the State 
Capitol at Sacramento. Mr. Beverly Hodg- 
head, a lawyer of good character and abili- 
tles, was chosen Mayor and the working sys- 
tem was organized under his leadership. 

It ought perhaps to have surprised no- 
body that a deal so radically new all around 


mistakes. Beyond question there were some 
developments not quite in the spirit of the 
new movement. But in the main the plan 
has worked well. The administration, while 
obviously deficient in experience, has mani- 
tested intelligence, honesty, moderation. 
There has been a studied effort to do things 
in a decent and proper way. After two 
years of service it could truthfully be said 
of Mr. Hodghead and his associates in the 
local government that they commanded the 
respect of all elements whose respect is 
worth having. So well did the plan appear 
to work at the start that in some of its fea- 
tures it has been widely commended as a 
pattern. San Francisco at her last munic- 
ipal election adopted certain amendments 
to her charter, lu open imitation of the 
Berkeley plan. 

But in the primaries on Saturday this ad- 
ministration so highly commended was prac- 
tically thrown over. Out of a total of 5217 
votes cast for Mayor, Mr. Hodghead received 
2368, and another candidate, one J, Stitt Wil- 
son, a socialistic theorist and agitator, re- 
ceived 2749. Under the charter, Mr. Wilson, 
having received a majority in the primary, 
becomes Mayor in due course without fur- 
ther election. The result was not entirely 
consistent, for while the socialistic candi- 
date for Mayor was successful, in three out 
of five instances primary majorities were 
given for non-Socialist candidates for town 
Councilmen. In the final election, to be held 
on the 12th instant, it is practically assured 
that there will be chosen a Board of Coun- 
cilmen unfriendly to the socialistic projects 
for which Mr. Wilson stands. 

As usual the air is full of explanations. 
The “scientific socialism” idea is rampant in 
Berkeley, «nds since Wilson posed as the 
representative of this idea, he no doubt got 
many votes on that account. The old polit- 
ical element cast out, disgruntied, but not 
yet wholly disorganized, gave its support to 
Wilson in resentment. Bout these explana- 
tions, specious and in part true, no doubt, 
only partially explain the result. For the 
real motives we must look further and deep- 
er. Berkeley has been a storm center of re- 
form agitations, political, social and other. 
Even the university has had its part in in- 
itiating and promoting them. Leading expo- 
nents of so-called “progressive” ideas have 
been invited to speak from university ros- 
trums. Political organization of students has 
been permitted and encouraged, to the extent 
of allowing the use of college rooms for this 
purpose.. There has been given to the theo- 
ries and agitations of social reform some- 
thing more than the traditional hospitality of 
college men to theories and whimsies. This 
sort of thing has borne its natural and in- 
evitable fruits. Once started the movement 
could not be stopped where men of relative 
sobriety and responsibility wanted it to stop. 
It has, as last week's primary shows, grown 
beyond all bounds, and today Berkeley, the 
seat of our State University, is a veritable 
hotbed of socialistic sentiment, socialistic 
politics. The famous “movement” has 
worked out to its logical resuits.

Can You Cook Rice? 

There's no use talking, we American 
women haven't the knack of cooking 
rice as the Chinese do it. Now, be- 
fore I visited China, I didas't care 
much about rice as an article of food, 
but now I regard it with positive at- 
fection. I .really cannot see a jar 
of rice in a grocery without a Teeling 
of genuine sentiment—for rice saved 
my life. 

Yes, I should have perished of starva- 
tion in interior China, had it not been 
for this toothsome grain, for the other 
strange Ortental foods offered us were 


tion. But the rice! Every individual 
kernel standing up white and opaque 
as snow, perfectly cookdéd and deli- 
cious. I wondered how they did it. 
Now I've found out for I read the 
recipe the other day and I'm going to 
pass it on to Los Angeles heusewives. 

The: first and most important proc- 
ess Is the washing. The rice must de 
actually tlaundered—rubbed between 
the hands, in many waters till it gives! 
of no cloudiness and the last water 
is perfectly clear. Then put it In an 
agate kettle and press it down gently 
with the hand to a level, and pour on 
enough cold water to cover the back of 
the hand--about two cupfuls and a 
half to a cupful of rice. There should 
be at least six inches of space above 
the water for the steam,—which really 
does the business. Cover the kettle 
tight, put a towel around the edges 
to keep the steam in. Cook over a 
hot fire till the steam begins to es- 
cape here and there, probably about 
fifteen minutes. If it smells strong 
of rice, them the cooking is done: if 
not, keep it cooking till it does, but 
om no account raise the cover, for 
upon this point depends the whole 
method, when the steam gives 
strong aroma of rice, set the kettle 
back, where it is fairly hot but not 
het enough to boil or burn. In about 
twenty minutes take off the cover, 
and you'll think you have a kettle of 
popeorn-—every identical kernel stand- 
ing up for itself, and not a drop of 
water in the kettle. The Chinese do 
not salt their rice, but you can salt 
the water in the beginning ff vou lke. 
The secret is the steam—and so on 
ne accoun Hf he cover.

AT THE INQUEST. 


Yesterday at the inquest McCoy pre- 
sented a pathetic sight, for he realized 
what he had done. Thomas M. Peters, 
a brother of the dead man, was the 
first witness . He informed the 
jurymen that his brother and himself 
had formerly resided in Portiand, Ore., 
but had come to El Monte eight years 
ago. He told of his brother's good 
qualities, and states that there was no 
motive of jealousy or trouble of any 
nature between the men. He demand- 
ed; however, that his brother’s slayer 
be dealt with by the law with the 
same element of remorselessness that 
had been employed by McCoy... . 

Dr. Campbell, the corner’s autopsy 
surgeon, testified that Peters had been 
killed with a bird-shot. Death was 
almost instantaneous, caused. By a
